WASHINGTON (AP) — Secre- 
tary o f Defense Melv in R. Laird 
charged No rth Vietnam to day 
with step p ing u p the p ace o f the 
Vietnam war at the same time 
it was p u tting fo rth p eace p ro ­ 
p o sals. 
“It is clear that while the ene­ 
my has been talking p eace, he 
has du ring recent weeks been 
step p ing u p his o ffensiv e mili­ 
tary o p eratio ns,” Laird said at

The defense chief said 430 
Americans were killed in co m­ 
bat last week, mo re than do u ble 
the to tal fo r the p rev io u s week. 
Re said this reflects increased 
enemy military activ ity .

p eace,” Laird said, referring

He u rged that effo rts mu st 
be begu n at o nce to find a so lu ­ 
tio n to these p ro blems, while 
detailed discu ssio ns p ro ceeded

It ap p ears that, fo llo wing last 
night’s Scho o l Bo ard meeting, 
any settlement in co ntract nego ­ 
tiatio ns between the Bo ard and 
the Dix o n Teachers Asso ciatio n 
may be a while in co ming. 
The Bo ard agreed that any 
fu rther nego tiatio ns wo u ld hav e 
to wait u ntil the Bo ard receiv ed 
so me so rt o f indicatio n fro m the 
General Assembly as to what 
the p ro jected state aid p ro gram 
wo u ld p ro v ide in mo nies fo r the 
lo cal sy stem. The Bo ard indi­ 
cated it had go ne as far as 
it co u ld in their p ro p o sal o f a 
base salary o f $6,8 00, with the 
mo nies no w av ailable. 
Base Salary 
The Bo ard in nego tiating ses­ 
sio ns with the DTA had p ro ­ 
p o sed an eight-p o int p ro gram 


which inclu ded the $6,8 00 base 
salary figu re in a May 14 o ffer. 
On May 19, the DTA accep ted 
sev en o f the eight p o ints, with 
the base salary the o nly u nset­ 
tled area. 


Bo ard President Dean Harri­ 
so n intimated that the eight- 
p o int p ro gram had been p re­ 
sented as a “p ackage.” The 
DTA has o nly accep ted sev en 
o f the eight p o ints. This leads 
o ne to sp ecu late whether o r no t 
the DTA, in accep ting o nly sev ­ 
en p o ints o f the p ro gram, is 
really any clo ser to the $7,100 
base salary figu re they hav e re­ 
q u ested.

American economic life is dominated 
by a few large corporations which do the 
greater part of the cou ntry ’s bu siness. 
The world of these big corporations is an 
integrated world. 
There will be black grocery shops in 
black neighborhoods, “ bu t in y ou r life­ 
time and mine,” say s Lewis, “ there isn’t 
going to be a black General Motors, ft 
black Union Carbide, a black Penn-Cen­ 
tral or a black Standard Oil.” 
The road to su ccess in America is 
throu gh higher edu cation. What a good 
white college can do for its black stu ­ 
dents that Howard or Fisk or 100 other 
Negro colleges cannot do is open the road 
to the better jobs. In v iew of this tru th, 
Lewis finds the cu rrent attitu de of some 
black leaders bewildering. 
What is being asked is that a college 
set aside a special part of itself which is 
to be the black part. There will be a sep­ 
arate bu ilding for black stu dies, separate 
dormitories for blacks. There will be sep­ 
arate teachers, all black, teaching classes 
open to blacks. The teachers are to be 
chosen by the stu dents and, for the most 
part, will be men whom no African u ni­ 
v ersity wou ld be willing to hire. 
Black stu dies are fine, say s I^wis, 
bu t the ones who wou ld benefit from them 
most are white stu dents. The time for 
blacks to learn abou t their heritage is in 
grade school or high school. To ex pect 
the colleges to eradicate the inferiority 
complex es of y ou ng black adu lts is to ask 
the impossible, he say s, and to ex pect it 
to come abou t by segregating black stu ­ 
dents in black stu dies u nder inferior 
teachers “su ggests some deficiency of 
thou ght.” 
Black stu dents claim they are u ncom­ 
fortable in white company . “ Bu t how,” 
asks Lewis, “is one to be ambassador to 
Finland or Lu x embou rg — jobs which 
American Negroes hav e already held 
with distinction — if one is u ncomfortable 
in white company ?” 
Unfortu nately , the cu rrent retreat of 
fu tu re black leaders into their own “sou l” 
which distu rbs Lewis and other Negroes 
may hav e a long way to go before it has 
ru n its cou rse. One can only wonder how 
far all Americans, black and white alike, 
will hav e been set back before it does.

What shall it profit a black man if he 
gain his “sou l 
bu t lose the world — the 
world ou tside the so-called ghetto? 
This paraphrase of the biblical qu es­ 
tion is. in essence, what older-generation 
black leaders are beginning to ask as the 
trend toward self-segregation — intellec­ 
tu al as well as phy sical — accelerates 
among blacks, especially the y ou ng stu ­ 
dents in formerly all-white u niv ersities. 
One of the most perceptiv e challenges 
to the trend has been stated by Sir Arthu r 
ly ewis, professor of economics and in­ 
ternational affairs at Princeton. As a na­ 
tiv e of the West Indies, looking at Amer­ 
ica from the ou tside in, he display s a 
clearer insight into the situ ation of Amer­ 
ican Negroes than some of them seem 
to hav e themselv es. 
All American minorities hav e passed 
throu gh a stage of temporary self-segre­ 
gation, say s Lewis. America has not been 
a “ melting pot” bu t a welding shop, a 
cou ntry in which many different ethnic 
grou ps work side by side withou t coales­ 
cing. 
Bu t their way of liv ing together is set 
by the clock. There is integration between 
7 in the morning and 5 at night, when all 
mingle and work in the center of the city , 
in the banks and factories, department 
stores and u niv ersities. After 5 o’clock, 
each grou p retu rns to its neighborhood. 
Thu s, say s Lewis, a black strategy 
which concentrates ex clu siv ely on bu ild­ 
ing u p the black neighborhoods is dealing 
with less than half the black m an’s eco­ 
nomic problems. The neighborhood itself 
will not flou rish u nless the man who goes 
ou t of it in the morning brings back into 
it from the ou tside world an income ade­ 
qu ate to su pport its institu tions. 
The central 
economic problem of 
blacks is not in their neighborhoods bu t 
in the fact that ou tside the neighbor­ 
hoods. where most of them hav e to work, 
they are concentrated in the bottom jobs. 
When a so-called militant abu ses a 
su ccessfu l Afro-American for hav ing, by 
v irtu e o fex treme hard work and im­ 
mense self-discipline, managed to get to 
the top in the ou tside world, instead of 
dev oting his energies to working in the 
black commu nity , he is merely being 
absu rd, contends Lewis.

The preachers and the scientists hav e 
had their du els in history . The late 19 th 
centu ry and the beginning of the 20th 
saw a great deal of tension, name-calling 
and mistru st between the two traditions. 
It shou ld nev er hav e happened that way 
bu t the Chu rch was challenged by dis­ 
cov ery and Science was cu rtailed by the 
theologians. 
Ev olu tion still gets some play in the 
more backward areas of the cou ntry . Not 
in the seminaries. Not in the downtown 
chu rches. Not really in the minds of ed- 
u ated Christians who find the tru th of 
God rev ealed in the laboratory as mu ch 
as in the library of biblical stu dies. 
Bu t nothing has drawn the world of 
the debate ov er the deploy ment in the 
religion and science closer together than 
United States of an antiballistic missile 
sy stem. 
The ABM tu ror has created almost 
u nanimou s criticism from the religiou s 
and scientific establishment. Althou gh 
each discipline may start from a differ­ 
ent premise, they each arriv e at a sev ere 
statement of condemnation and objection 
to ABM. 
For instance, Scientific American, a 
prestigiou s pu blication in its field, has 
dev oted more than 26 pages in the past 
two issu es opposing the weapons sy stems 
nominated by the Nix on administration. 
And when y ou sort ou t the terminol­ 
ogy , graphs and charts, y ou come to a 
conclu sion that it cou ld hav e been writ­ 
ten by any of the m ajor chu rches alarm- 


ed ov er the inclinations of the ABM pro­ 
posal: 
“Any su ch massiv e escalation of of­ 
fensiv e and defensiv e armaments cou ld 
hardly be accomplished in a democracy 
withou t strong social and psy chological 
effects.” 
And then add this: 
“ The nation wou ld think more of war, 
prepare more for war, hate and potential 
enemy and thereby make war more 
likely .” 
That was not written by the Qu aker 
Fellowship for Peace or the Presby teri­ 
ans for a Non-Violent Society , bu t by two 
distingu ished scientists — one a key offi­ 
cial with IBM and the other a professor 
at Cornell Univ ersity ! 
From the chu rch side of things there 
has been steady and constant opposition 
of almost ev ery m ajor denomination in 
this cou ntry against the widening of the 
arm s race and the escalation of ABM 
proposals. 
Already people in Washington are 
commenting on the v olu me of mail being 
generated by the obv iou s concern of the 
religion-science fraternity . For almost 
the first time in this centu ry the two es­ 
tablishments hav e a common cau se and 
a hot feeling of action is su ddenly ex ­ 
panding. 
The most powerfu l missile right now 
is a letter — y ou r personal note or card 
to the White Hou se and y ou r congress­ 
man. This is the best indicator of su pport 
or opposition. And while y ou are at it, 
stam p it with a Lov e Seal.

Steel, an M.P. for three y ears, 
said, “I fou nd it significant that 
mong the new’ prov isions m ade 
for u s in the short tim e that 
I hav e been in the Hou se was 
a new cloakroom. Attached to 
the coathangers were delicate 
pieces of pink ribbon. When I 
inqu ired abou t their pu rpose, I 
was told that they were prov id­ 
ed for each Member so that 
he m ight hang u p his sword 
wrhen he entered the bu ilding.

Commlnist cou ntries, the demo­ 
cratic socialists are discov ering 
that ev en their brand of moder­ 
ate M arx ism cannot solv e the 
problems or cu re the ills that 
plagu e hu m anity in the nu clear 
age. 
The bored offspring of the af­ 
flu ent middle class who seek 
the 
rom ance 
of 
rev olu tion 
among the new Leftists and the 
Stu dents for a Democratic Soci­ 
ety regard the Democratic so­ 
cialists’ addiction to freedom as 
a relic of the past. The Commu ­ 
nists hav e long denou nced them 
as “tools of capitalism .” 
EVEN LONDON’S LIBERAL 
weekly , The Observ er, is now 
calling for Wilson’s resignation 
as prime m inister and leader 
of the Labor party . 
Yet only fiv e y ears ago Wil­ 
son was hailed as a brilliant 
“ y ou ng” leftist leader. He was 
going 
to nationalize 
Britain’s 
banks and basic indu stries. He 
hoped to create a welfare state 
which, u nlike the Commu nist 
v ersion of socialism, wou ld be 
based on dem ocratic freedom 
and hu man decency . 
NOW HE IS DENOUNCED by 
the y ou nger 
members 
of his 
own Labor party as a middle- 
aged 
failu re 
who 
betray ed 
Marx ist ideals. 
Wilson’s tragedy 
is, 
in 
a 
sense, also the tragedy of for­ 
m er President Ly ndon B. John­ 
son and Vice President Hu m­ 
phrey . 
Like m any 
politicians 
before him who promised the 
liberal millenniu m, he was con­ 
fronted as prim e minister with 
the complex realities of power 
in a free society . 
The 
sam e 
realities 
that 
prompt the conserv ativ e P resi­ 
dent Nix on to v eer to the liberal 
side In foreign policy and do­ 
mestic affairs forced Wilson to 
discard m any of his socialist 
illu sions. 


AS AN AMBITIOUS LEFTIST 
politician reaching ou t for pow­ 
er, he cou ld castigate U.S. for­ 
eign policy with impu nity . Bu t 
as prime m inister he soon fou nd 
that he had to rely on American 
economic and diplomatic su p­ 
port. 
This forced Wilson to back the 
United States on the 
war in 
Vietnam. It was at all times 
a 
llkewarm 
su pport 
bu t 
it 
arou nsed the hostility of Labor’s 
ex treme leftists. 


He also lost the backing of 
the labor u nions when, in an 
effort to restore B ritain’s chaot­ 
ic economy , he decided to intro­ 
du ce a bill in Parliam ent to 
cu rb wildcat strikes. 
THIS TIME EVEN m oderate 
labor politicians were fu riou s 
since the m ajority of them face 
defeat in the elections withou t 
trade u nion su pport. 
Then, to add insu lt to inju ry -, 
Wilson’s gov ernent decided to 
raise the price of ey eglasses 
and false teeth u nder the Na­ 
tional 
Health 
Serv ice. 
The 
y ou ng Labor m em bers of P ar­ 
liament, the backbenchers, were 
qu ick to denou nce this as trea­ 
son 
to 
socialism. 
They hav e 
long regarded cheap ey eglasses 
and false teeth as one of the 
most v ital achiev em ents of the 
welfare state. 
THESE, 
OF 
COURSE, 
are 
only some of the m ajor reasons 
for Wilson’s mou nting difficu l­ 
ties. Howev er, he is a skilled 
politician 
who 
has 
already 
weathered many storm s. He can 
cling to power u ntil the election 
in 19 71. He m ay y et ou twit his 
detractors in and ou t of the La­ 
bor party . 
Bu t his plight is sy mbolic of 
the trou bles facing the anti­ 
commu nist socialists in France, 
Italy , 
West 
Germ any , 
Japan 
and elsewhere in the free world. 
They , too, are engaged in an 
u phill stru ggle against new to­ 
talitarian forces on the left and 
right.

pairs of scuffies (slippers) for 
the Veteran’s Hospitals; that is, 
“I q uit countin’ 400,” said Mrs. 
Rudig er.

members of the War 
Mothers spend one sewing day 
each 
month 
cutting 
materials 
needed for the scuffies. There 
are six separate parts to each 
slipper; the top and bottom for 
the sole; two heel plates; top 
and bottom for the - toe; 
the 
elastic holder (behind the heel) 
and finally the bias trim. 


Quilts Sole 
Mrs. Rudig er then q uilts the 
sole and the toe before assem­ 
bling the complete scuffie. She 
works with sev eral pairs at a 
time, 
first sorting 
those that 
will use white thread from those 
that req uire colored threads. “I 
can sav e on my thread this 
way .” 
W h e n 
this 
correspondent 
called on Mrs. Rudig er, she 
found the woman busy at her 
machine, putting the finishing 
touches on her second pair of 
the day ’s first set (she usually 
works four to fiv e pairs at a 
time). 
Mrs. Rudig er uses a v ery old 
treadle machine. According to 
Mrs. Rudig er, “this machine 
sewed real g ood. Don’t need an 
•lectric one. But, ’twould be 
easier to do the q uilting . Just 
takes long er on mine.” 
She turned in 25 pairs of fin­ 
ished scuffies at the May War 
Mothers meeting . This broug ht 
her 1969 total to 210 pairs. 
“I don’t know how' many I’v e 
made all tog ether. Been makin’ 
'em ev er since we start the War 
Mothers,” (the Walnut chapter 
beg an in 1944) Mrs. Rudig er 
said.
